He did not think that 
they would dare to break such pledges. 
He thought that more honest legisla- 
tion was secured in this State than in 
California. The officials in San Fran- 
cisco were more corrupt than any- 
where else, yet for ten or fifteen years 
both parties have been forved by the 
people and the press to pledge them- 
selves to a tax limitation of fifty cents 
npon the hundred, and neither party 
has yet gone back on this pledge. 

Mr. Baker said that it was well 
known that a prominent candidate for 
Congress onve said that platfornis were 
made to catch votes and he had no 
faith whatever in pledges. He said 
he was satisfied that $100,000 per year 
could be saved this State by changing 
our organic law, and his experience 
had been that it could not be done by 
legislative enactment. He strongly 
urged the Board of Trade to use its 
infinence to have a Constitutional 
Con vent ion.

IN THE EXPENSE OF COUNTY 
GOV ERNMENT. 


It is said that greater saving can be 
effected in the county governments 
than in the State government, and 
that there is need of a Coustitutional 
Convention to accomplish this. 

This saving, as IL understand it, is to 
be effected in two ways: First, by a 
consolidation of counties; second, by 
a consolidation of offivers and reduc- 
tion of salaries. 

The total number of counties is four- 
teen. It is proposed to reduce them tc 
eight by incorporating the territory at 
present covered by Churchill, Douglas, 
Lauder, Lyon, Nye and White Pine 
counties into the counties adjoining 
them. The weaker counties are to be 
absorbed by their s neighbors, 
and it is claimed that theeffect will be 
to largely reduce the county expendi- 
tures, substituting in many cases the 
expenses of one county government for 
two. There bas been no period of time 
when this could not have been effected 
by statute, but is it a desirable thing 
todo? The effect of such consolida- 
tion would simply be to cut off salaries 
and diminish the expenses of Grand 
Juries and of court sessions. All the 
other expenses, such as for roads, 
schools, the indigent poor, etc., would 
remain the same, and these constitute 
by fur the major portion of the county 
fexpenditures. Nor is it safe to say 
that the salary list of one county would 
be sufficient for two. Ifa county were 
extended over a greater area, addi- 
tional compensation would be claimed 
and additional deputies secured. It 
should be recollected that in Nevada
